vado tho neighboring Provinoo of a country 
with which we aro at ponoo, 

They woro on thoir way to the Woatand 
Tho railroad company, to prevent 


yoyod them to tho vicinity of the Groat W. 
Dopot. As soon as thoy wore disombarkod, 
for tho purpose of being tranaforred to tho 
Toledo train, some fow of them went into 
the eating house of the Atlantic and Great 
Wostern Railway, which ix under tho su- 
porintondenco of Mr. ¥, Woloh, and do- 
mandod something to oat, which was given 
thom by those in charge of the eating house, 
as they stated they had not a mouthful 
since leaving Buffalo. As soon as it beoama 
known to tho rest of tho hungry crowd that 
there was to be had something to oat, thoy 
mado a rush en masse for the oating house, 
and in a fow minutes the whole depot Was 
alive with them.

the eating house, and pelted them with

land possesses tho finest body of police in 
the world, but they wore not deemed ade- 
quate to rosist a danger only in prospec- 
tive, and which did not eyen amount to u 
slight disturbance. Tho Z'imes has fallen 
into oxtacies oyer the action of the Amori- 
can Government in this matter which is 
strangely at variance with its ideas as to 
the requirements of the occasion. Lt says: 
it would be impossible to exaggerate the 
good faith, the friendliness, the sincerity, 
and the regard for mutual obligations,which 
have prompted these energetic and decisive 
measures on the part of the American Goy- 
eroment, Why is the Z'imes so extremely 
geateful for energetic and decisive measures 
to quell a slight disturbance.

We acknowledge that 
the action of the American Government 
was decisive, but we do not admit the dis- 
play of very great energy. Thoir measures 
were decisive because our own Government 
left them very littl to do, The Fenians 
wero only too glad of an excuse to back out 
of the difficulty. ‘hey expected a general 
uprising of the Reman Catholic population 
in theirfavor, Butall classes and religions 
united as ona man to giye them a warm re- 
ception. The Z'imes has over-reached itself, 
as it has often done before, and plays the 
sycophant in the most contemptible manner. 
Tt clearly understands the danger to’ which 
we are exposed. It perceives that, in conse- 
quence of the universal feeliug of irritation 
in the U. States against England, a war be- 
tween the two countries would arise upon 
very slight provocation. And knowing this, 
it thinks to flatter the American Goye:n- 
ment with a generous display of confidence, 
and an exaggerated expression of admira 
tion. We consider this to be the very depth 
of meanness and’ base truckling.’

We note that some writors speak of this as a 
feat which infantry had never achieved before, 
but at Balaclava the “thin red line” of our 
93rd Highlanders drove off a body of 5,000 
Rassian horsemen. One would imagine tbat 
an Avstrian Army, composed of troops which 
have been represented to be the very finest 
of their respective classes—Hungarian bus- 
sars, Polish Jancers, German cuirassiere, Ty- 
rolese Riflemen, Styrian dragoons and so forth 
—would be more than # match for any ex- 
clusively German army ; but this very diver- 
sity of race proves a fertile source of weak- 
neea in the field, and it is evidently unable to 
cope with the Prussian army,composed almost 
wholly of Germans. But the great cause cf 
the Prussian superiority is the “needle-gun,” 
which really gives them a great advantage 
Over the troops of any nation whatever. We 
esteem our troops to be the very finestin the 
world, and yet an encounter with Pruasian 
troops would result in a dreadful slaughter of 
our people, while victory would bo almost 
onattainable. 
The defeated Austrians did not halt even 
at the strong fortress of Koniggratz, but took 
up ® position still further to th south, and 
the Emperor Francis-Joseph at once instruct- 
ed his ambassador at Paria to cedo Venetia, 
not to Itwy, but to France, conscious that 
Napoleon uli. was the true instigator of the 
war; and on July 7th the French fleet sailed 
to take possession of Venice. After some 
little delay, and even refusal, Prussia and It- 
aly §ranted an armistice to Austria on condi 
“ion that the Prussian troops should be main-

The remarks on our tariff are on the whole 

fair and impartial, and coming from so high 
an official source with the direct sanction of 
Secretary McCulloch, it is highly gratifying.

On luxuries, such as spirits, wine, tea, tobacco,

The Bill provides that tenants of farms, 
holding at will, or under leases for a shorter 
period than 31 years, shall be entitled on 
giving up the land to compensation for their 
improvements, though made without the 
landlord's cousent ; unless the landlord has 
by contract iu writing regulated the terms 
of the tenancy, restraining them from making 
such improvoments ; or ui less they have been 
left in possession of the laud for 31 years in 
some cases, for 41 years in other cases, after 
the improvements have been made, A 
lengthened possession, of course, secures to 
the tenant the full benefit o! his improve- 
ments. When a lease of 81 years or up- 
wards has been granted him, the tenant has 
no claim for compensation, and he loses his 
right, if at any time the landlord offers him, 
and he refuses, a lease for 31 years at the 
existing rent. The compensation granted 
will be the equivalent of the increase in the 
Jetting valne of the land caused by improve 
ments ; it will be assessed by a valuation ap 
pointed by the Commissioners of Public 
Works, snhject to an appeal tothe Stipendiary 
Chairman of the Quarter Sessions ; and it 
willin no case be granted to a greater extent 
than £5 sterling per acre, The tenant will 
be entitled to retain the land at the previous 
rent ajitil the landlord has paid the compen- 
sation. Such is the measure, which, accord 
ing to its supporters. will allay the discontent 
of the Irish peasantry from being a perpetual 
thorn in Engiand’s flesh, into prosperous aud 
loyal subjects The chief diflerence between 
itand the Act of 1860 is, that it will, in cer 
tain events, and that the latter did not in any 
case, give compolsation to the tenaut for 
improvements mado without the consent of 
the landlord. 

The Bill was opposed by Mr. Lowe, on the 
ground that the landlord had full right to do 
as he pleased with his property; to make 
such terms ashecould for its ale or lease ; to

THe War In GeamMany.—Berlin, Fri- 
day.—The King of Prussia has received 
telegrams from the Emperors of France and 
Russia, and from other sovereigns, congrat-
